Over 300 Attend Dam 
Removal Open Meeting | 


(By Dane Madsen) 

Last Friday, April 11, the Crawford 
County Board of Commissioners and 
the DNR held an open meeting, 
attended by weil over 300 persons, to 
discuss the proposed removai of the US 
27 dam. As guesis, Senaior Roveri 
Davis and Representative Ralph Ostling, 
each alloted time at the beginning to 
place their views on record, stated that 
the ONR should. in effect. listen to the 
needs and wishes of the people. 

With that on record, the meeting 
progressed to a speech by David 
Borgeson, Chief Inland Fisheries Divi- 
sion, Lansing, who took the task of 
verbally explaining the DNR position to 
the public, However, for the public, this 
speech held little information. Besides 
hearing what they already knew, they 
learned that with ihe water table lower 
there would be little change to septic 
tank performance and that the DNR 
would control the escaping siit from the 
impounded area. The importance of this 
is evident but it seemed most people 
kept asking “‘is this all?” And they never 
found out. 

The meeting moved forward to com- 
munity response, which, at the begin- 


informative. The response primarily 
covered reasons for keeping the dam, 
with three vocal dissenters (there may 
have been more, but, if so, they 
remained silent). The reasons for 
keeping the dam ranged from the fact. 
that we (Graytingites) need the pond for 
the Mill Town Festival; to “the dam has 
been here for over 100 years, why 
should we change it now?”) to “what 
will happen to the other forms of life 
supported by the pond when the pond is 
gone?" However, the community re- 
sponse section of the program suddenly 
shifted to where people were no longer 
listening and the meeting was moving 
toward irrational arguments, not at ail 
for. At this point, Fred 
Kauffman, Chairman of the Grawtord 
County Board, of Commissioners, ad- 
journed the meeting before it - pro- 
gressed to an undesirable state of 
chaos. 

With the abrupt ending something 
seemed missing. Maybe it was because 
there was not a structured question arid 
answer period, but upon leaving there 
was an air about the auditorium that 
nothing had been gained, nothing more 
learned, in short. nothing accom-

The fate of a nation was ding that night. -

ih Paul Revere made His historic 
1 19 arouse the countryside against

{t was a stirring act, dashing in character and capped by 
SUCCESS aS patriots mustered their forces to resist the incursion. 

Longtellow’s poem became an inspiration for generations who 
pictured the sinewy rider galloping through the dark astride a 
spitec steea, sounding a Clarion call for action. 

But hographers agint out that on April 18,1776, Revere was no 
longer an agite youth, but a man of 40 years, that his mount was a 
work horse rather than a thoroughbred sprinter and that caution 
was an important element in the Revere mission. 

Revere crossed the Charles River in the shadow of British 
his oars muffled by a woman's petticoat. Warily, he 
aluded British patrolmen and reached Lexington where he warned 
John Hancock and Samuel Adams. 

With two other companions, this patriotic messenger was 
intercepted by scouting troopers before they reached Concord. 
Revere was then permitted to return to Lexington without his horse. 
Wnen the historic clash between the Minute Men and the Redcoats 
was occurring a few hundred yards away. Revere was removing 
sensitive documents forgotten by Hancock. 

\t was largely a pedestrian episode, yet it epitomized the 
methods by which many major goals have been achieved in this 
nation. There have been few swift, unimpeded sweeps to 
designated objectives in U.S. history. 

Great changes, reforms and other major programs have been 
fulfitled by temporizing aggressive movements, by compromising 
disputed points. by blunting a sharp edge through negotiations. 

As the nation’s 200th birthday approaches and complex 
problems seem to scream for immediate answers, the events which 
Revere coned with are worth recalling. Revere was 2 courageous, 
highly-motivated patriot, but he was also resourceful and 
pragmatic. 

There will be no instant computerized answers forthcoming to 
such domestic perplexities as inflation, unemployment, govern- 
mental corruption and ecological deterioration. Nor will quick 
solutions be available to the conflicts of Southeast Asia and the 
Middle East. 

The proper responses to these dangers must be weighed and 
measured. And.temporary setbacks should be analyzed to prevent 
their repetition. And as they were in the days of this country's birth. 
steadfastness and determination are essential. 

In Revere’s time one of the symbols of the colonists’ struggle 
was the Liberty Pole or the Liberty Tree, around which the Sons of 
Liberty staged thoir rallies. 

Tne best Known Liberty Pole was srected in New York City in 
to celebrate repeal of ine Stamp Act. The original Liberty Tree 
stood at Washington and Essex streets in Boston. It became such a 
hub of patriotic activity that the British cut it down. 

The American Historic and Cultural Society suggests that 
communities consider for their 1976 Bicentennial observances the 
erection of a Liberty Pole or the designation of a Liberty Tree as a 
fitting method of honoring America. . 

Such a device could be adorned with insignia of Boy Scouts, 
Girl Scouts, American Legion, Veterans of Foreign Wars and other 
patriotic organizations and convey information as to what each 
group is accomplishing toward acclaiming this nation's two 
centuries of progress. 

Undoubtedly, Paul Revere would salute this informa! type of 
monument.

It is from sumpatheo that 
we get our English word sym- 
pathy. 


Unempioyment Benefits 
To Be Extended 


Tne Michigan Empioyment 
Security Commission (MESC) 
will shortly announce details for 
the payment of up to 13 more 
weeks of unemployment bene- 
fits, MESC director S. Martin 
Tayior said today. 

President Ford signed an 
amendment to the Emergency 
Unemployment Compensation 
Act of 1974 on March 29, 1975, 
as part of a tax cut package. The 
amendment wiil double the 
number of weeks for which 
Federal Supplemental Benefits

maximum of 13 to a maximum 
of 26 weeks. 

An individual who qualifies

New State Map 
Now Available 


LANSING — The 1975 Official 
Transpuilation Map of Michigan: 
is ready for free distribution, the 
State Highway Sommission an- 
nounces. 

“This is the most compre- 
hensive transportation map ever 
published by the state,” said 
Commission Vice Chairman, 
Charles H. Hewitt. 

Hewitt said the map not enly 
shows all 9,300 miles of state 
highways, but main county 
roads, alr carrier airports, Great 
Lakes ports and Amtrak rail 
passenger lines as well. 

Other features of the 1975 
map include a broad range of 
useful facts and information en 
Michigan such as photos of the 
state flag. state tree (White 
Pine), state bird (Robin), state 
tish (Trout), state flower (Apple 
Blossom), state gem (Green- 
stone) and state stone (Petos- 
key); notes on Michigan speed 
limits, mileages between cities, 
state parks, historical markers, 
bridge and tunnel facilities and 
tolls, ferry lines. State Police 
Posia, Disivict Citiccs of the 
State Highways and Transpor- 
tation Department and an index 
listing 1,382 cities and villages 
and their populations. Shown 
for the first time are cities with 
hospitals providing 24 - hour 
emergency service. 

The Highway Commission 
authorized printing of just under 
two million maps, about 100,000 
less than last year. The maps 
were printed by the Michigan 
Lithographing Co. of Grand 
Rapids on its low bid of 
$142.332. That figures out to 7.5 
cents a map, up from last year's 
§./5 cents. 

Hewnt said the 1875 map w 
have a life of only nine months, 
compared to the usual 12 
months. He said the Commis- 
sion plans to have the 1976 map 
ready for distribuiion at the 
start of the year, as part of 
Michigan’s year-long bicenten- 
nial celebration. 

Free maps will be available at 
all District Offices of the High- 
ways and Transportation De- 
partment and the Department o1 
Natural Resources, State Police 
Posts, municipal government 
offices, local chambers of com- 
merce, regional tourist associa- 
tions and at the Avalanche 
office. 

The Highways and Transpor- 
tation Department wil! mai! 
maps ic individuals upon re- 
quest. Requests must be made 
on aA post card with a return 
name and mailing address, 
including zip code. Last year, 
hundreds of requests were re- 
ceived from persons who failed 
iv provide their retum address, 
thus preventing the Department 
from sending a map. :

4th Graders To 
Commemeorate 
Arbor Week

The fourth grade classes of 
Crawford & Roscommon Coun- 
ties will commemorate Arbor 
Week by setting out white pine 
seedlings. 

This is the second year that 
the Cooperative Extension Ser- 
vice and the Crawford Soil 
Conservation District have co- 
operated in commemorating 
Arbor Day with the fourth grad- 
ers. 

The Soil Conservation District 
supplies each fourth grader with 
a white pine seedling. Jim 
Squires, the new District Con- 
servationist, and myself will 
visit each school to deliver the 
trees and show how to set out 
the trees. 

While there, we will tell them 
about Arbor Week and how it 
was started by Mr. J. Sterling 
Morton in 1872. Morton was 
a@ member of the state beard of 
agi of Nobraska. He 
pictured to the people liv- 
ing upon the treeless plains 
of that state the value of 
trees, their beauty, and their 
pillity 16 man cad ohimale, The 
tree planting efforts were such a 
success that soon other states 
joined in observance of Arbor 
Day. 

Mr. Morton is of special 
interest to people in Michigan 
because of his early training in 
the public schools of Monroe, 
Michigan. He received his col- 
lege education at the University 
of Michigan. 

In 1885, the Michigan legis- 
lature resolved “that the gover- 
nor is hereby requested to cail 
ite a iion of ihe peopie of 
the state to the importance of 
planting trees for ornament and 
by naming a day upon which the 
work shall be given special 
atiention to De known as Arbor 
Day.” The succeeding governors 
hava oroclaimed an Arbor Day 
each year since 1885, usually on 
a day toward the end of April 
when weather conditions are 
generaiiy suitabie for planing 
trees. 

Breaking wfth tradition to 
promote an extended salute to 
trees, Governor Romney pro- 
claimed an Arbor Week for the 
last week of April in 1966. 
Therefore, this year the week 
from April 20 through 26th is 
Arbor Weer. White pine was 
selected because it is Michi- 
gan’s tree. ‘

Perhaps they're only fascinating to 
those of us in the media business: 
but the system being what it is, 
things that fascinate folks in the 
media business have a way of 
achieving media exposure. 

One of those views which caught 
my attention recently is tne quoted 
comment from former Republican 
Sen. George Murphy of California, in 
a speech to a Republican club in San 
Diego. 

The news media is the leading 
power wielder in Washington, former 
Sen. Murphy is quoted as telling the 
Republican tadies. 

“They “made one president retire 
and another one resign,” Murphy is 
quoted Ana then he added: "Second 
in power are the labor unions.” 


Although t might quarrel with some 
of Murphy's thought processes, it is 
fascinating to me that he holds this 
view about the media in Washington.

But was it the media- which made 
President Johnson decide against 
another term...or was it the growing 
rejection of his views and actions by 
the people? 

Was it the media which made 
President Nixon resign...or was it the 
cumulative result of a series of 
unethical, immoral and illegal activi- 
ties carried on with his knowledge 
and in his behalf? 

In too many cases, individuals 
react to the message by blaming the 
messenger; as in the storybook 
analogy, the king kills the courier 
who brings bad news. 

Sen. Murphy shares the king's 
approach to the medium versus the 
message. And so do many, many 
more Americans. 

But | would hasten to point out that

it is not the media nor practitioners of 
whe -pross who have aane through the 
courts and been given prison terms.

TO BUILD GAS 
PIPELINE IN COUNTY 


LANSING — The Michigan 

Public Service Commission nas 
issued a certificate of public 
convenience and necessity to 
Consumers Power Company. 
allowing it to develop and 
operate a natural gas storage 
field in Cotumbus and Casco 
townships, St. Clair County. 
« The company also received 
approval to build a natural gas 
transmission pipéiine in Craw- 
ford County. 

Consumers said the Hessen 
Gas Storage Field would be 
used to store surplus gas the 
Lulipany buys on a “spot” basis 
from suppliers during the sum- 
mer, for use during winter 
months. The field is near exist- 
ing pipelines. compression fa- 
eities, and an existing storage 
complex. formerly was a gas 
producing field and has a 
storage capacity of 14.5 billion 
cubic feet. 

An environmental impact 
statement was filed by the 
Commission staff, No adverse 
comments were received. 

The proposed Frederic 8 Field 
Lateral, a 0.24 mile natural gas 
transmission pipeline, will be 
built on state-owned land in 
Crawford County. The company 
has applied to the Department 
of Natural Resources for ease- 
ments for right-of-way. The 
Commission staff review indi- 
cated the project does not con- 
stitute a “major state activity” 
as Gefined in the Michigan
